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FROM COAST TO COAST 


By the Associated Press 
CAMBRIDGE, Mass., May 26.— A 
dirigible airship line to engage in 
regular passenger service between 
New York and San Francisco is a 
project in which war departm ent of­ 
ficials would like to interest capital, 
with a view to having an air fleet 
immediately available 
in case of 
war, according to Professor Harvey 
N. Davis of Harvard university. 
Professor Davig is engaged in ex­ 
pert work on helium gas for the 
departm ent 
and 
is 
designing 
a 
plant to be built at Langley Field, 
Va., where the expensive gas after 
use in the military lighter-than-air 
craft may be washed free of im­ 
purities and used again. Estimates 
by Col. William N. Hensley of the 
war department, indicate that it will 
be possible 
for passengers to go by 
aiship overland at a cost of about 
5 cents a mile at a speed of 68 
to 70 miles an hour. 
"The advent of the airship as a 
regular passenger carrier is much 
nearer than many persons in this 
country realize," said Mr. Davis. "I 
shall 
be surprised if the 
coming 
summer does not see a line of air­ 
ships 
in operation by an 
English 
firm between the United States and 
the British Isles and I have no 
doubt whatever that a year from 
now will see regular weekly sail­ 
ings. 
“By the use of helium all danger 
of di.fister from explosions such as 
have 
wrecked 
big balloons 
filled 
with 
hydrogen, 
will be 
averted. 
There will be no fear of ignition 
of the gas by bullets, lightning, or 
sparks from the engine. In fact, it 
is pointed 
out, 
that the engines 
may be placed inside the outer shell 
of the dirigible, and that except for 
observation purposes no car need 
be carried outside the big bag." 
While the present cost of pro­ 
ducing helium is about ten times 
that, of hydrogen, Professor Davis 
believes 
that 
development 
of 
its 
manufacture will result in a cheaper 
product. Helium will be used to 
furnish the lifting power in the 
$2,500,000 dirigible which the navy 
departm ent expects to obtain from 
an English m anufacturer soon.

Carranza of Mexico has been buried. 
He rests at last in 
an obscure grave hard by the ancient walls of Montezuma’s 
palace. 
In potter’s field where the poor and friendless find 
their last bed a shallow grave has been driven through the 
sod and the murdered president of a murdered republic has 
reached his journey’s end. 
Killed by assassins, the head of a 
nation is buried among the poorest of his kind. 
More than five years have passed since Carranza was 
hailed by many nations as the day star of a new era. 
His 
advent was hailed as the beginning of a better day. 
It was 
fervently hoped that his accession to the presidency might 
still the troubled waters and bring back peace and lawful 
methods to a distressed and war-torn land. 
The long night­ 
mare that followed the downfall of Diaz was over. 
The mur- 
ler of Madero was history not to be repeated. 
The insolence 
>f Huerta and the shelling of Vera Cruz had given place to 
Carranza. 
Carranza might restore the order of the old Diaz 
egime and lead Mexico out of the wilderness of the hundred 
ears. 
But the dream of order and law and legal methods passed 
in an hour. 
The new crowned dictator failed as so many 
of his predecessors had failed— as so many of his successors 
will fail. 
Mexican deserts and mountains do not produce and 
can not maintain the ideals loved of the Anglo-Saxon. 
Four 
hundred years have passed since Hernando Cortez brought 
the hottest blood of Castile to the shores of the terra Caliente. 
Blending that strain with the blood of the aborigines a mon­ 
grel race of men was born, who through a hundred years of 
mutiny and massacre has swung between the extremes of 
tyranny and license. 
Self government is a present impossi­ 
bility in the land of the peons. 
Four centuries have taught 
the mixed-blood Latins nothing. 
The rotted yoke of the fallen 
Spaniard could teach them nothing. 
The turbulent reign of 
the viceroys could teach them nothing. 
They could learn 
nothing from the iron rule of the dictators from Santa Anna 
to Diaz. 
Carranza failed because he did not know how to 
govern. 
He failed ii} larger measure because his people do 
not know how to be governed. 
The art of government is yet 
unborn in the pulseless nerve cells of the Mexican brain. 
Today Carranza is down in the potter’s field and Obregon 
is in the palace of Chapultapec. 
The children of Senlac and 
Runnymede would today be shouting: “The king is dead. 
Long live the king.’’ 
But the children of Juarez and Tuxpan 
are only planning for Obregon the same fate that befell Car­ 
ranza. 
The troubled dream of the past five years is un­ 
broken. 
The spell of somnolence still oppresses the peon. 
For an uncertain period the man who betrayed Carranza will 
grope his way through the bloody maze. 
Then fate will call 
him hence to his bloody shroud, and a smaH plot of sand and 
ashes in the potters field will open to receive his clay. 
Gov­ 
ernment by assassination is the only government the Mexican 
knows.

When she 
was 25, love came into her life 
and influenced her to such an ex­ 
tent that her parents had hopes 
that her "wild schemes” might be 
abandoned and that she would mar­ 
ry this man, who is described as 
"brilliant, 
of high 
station, noble 
character and whose influence over 
her was so great as to cause her 
to waver; yet she had the courage 
to renounce even this. 
This first young love was never 
replaced however, in the hearts of 
either of them for neither ever mar­ 
ried. 
• It was at the outbreak of the 
Crimean war that Miss Nightingale’s 
big 
opportunity came. 
Heretofore 
she had had to be satisfied with 
identifying herself with existing in­ 
stitutions and was at that time in 
charge of a benevolent institution 
In London. British indignation was 
stirred to the roots by a letter from 
a newspaper correspondent telling 
of the conditions among the wound­ 
ed soldiers. 
‘The manner in which the sick 
and wounded are treated is worthy 
only of the savages of Dahomey,” he 
wrote. "In spacious buildings fur­ 
nished by the Turkish allies, where 
we were led to believe even thing
